Murphy Alleges Francis Lynde 
Stetson Has Caused All the 
Trouble and Is Dickering 
With G. O. P. to Name His 
Own Man for the Senate. 


New York, March 29.—Charles F. 
Murphy, leader of Tammany Hall, 
came out tonight in a violent attack 
upon Francis Lynde Stetson, @ New

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EX-JUSTICE Y. J. POPE 
DIES IN NEWBERRY 


Distinguished Carolina Jurist 
Passes Away After a 
Long Iliness. 


Newberry, 8S C., March 29.-—-Y. J. 
Pope, formerly chief justice of the 
South Carolina supreme court, died this 
afternoon at 3:15 o'clock at his resi- 
dence in this city, after a long illness. 

Judge Pope is survived by his wife 
and one daughter, Mrs. Blackshear, of 
Georgia, and by his stepdaughter, 
Mrs. George Johnstone, of Newberry, 
all of whom were present at his bed- 
side. 

Judge Pope was in his seventy-first 
year. Born at Newberry, he was edu- 
cated there and at Furman university, 
Greenville. He fought through the war 
betwesen the sections, coming out as 
assistant adjutant of Kershaw’'s bri- 

ade. He went upon the bench the year 
he war ended, as district judge. For 
one year he was a member of the 
house of representativeg. In the famous 
state bond cases Ne way chosen by the 
legislature to assist the attorney gen- 
eral, their efforts resulting in a sav- 
ing to the state of nearly a million 
dollars. In 1890 Judge Pope became 
attorney general, and the follwing 
year he was elected associate justice 
of the wupreme court, which position 
he held until his elevation to the chief 
justiceship. out two years ago 
Judge Pope resigned, because of his 
advanced age. Since that time Judge 
Pope has lived in quiet retirement at 
his home in Newberry.

The medical fraternity are a unit in laying many of the ills 
of the summer season to the fly that does not wipe its feet. 

Typhoid, summer complaints in children, tuberculosis and any 
number of other contagious and infectious diseases are caused and 
spread by the filth-bearing, germ-carrying flies. 

Free access from the manure pile and the filth of the city’s 
streets to the open sugar barrels, cracker box and exposed meats 
and fish of the retailer should be prevented by means of screens. 

The street peddler may have some excuse for not screening 
his wagons, because his products are invariably peeled before be- 
ing eaten. | 

The wholesaler who handles goods only in unbroken packages 


.{does not need screens at his place of business. - 


But the merchant whdse goods are exposed should be made to 
protect them from pollution, and the commission house handling 
dressed poultry and meats should be required to protect them from 
flies. 

It is demanded by science, by good sense, by the laws of hy- 
giene and by a regard for the health of the public. 

Council could not do better than begin reform where the need 
is most pressing, with the retail grocer, butcher, milk dealer and 
fish market. Here is where the greatest danger lies. 

The wise householder will voluntarily screen his premises at 
this season of the pear, so that the typhoid fly may not get in his 
deadly work. 
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SPENDING MONEY TO MAKE OUTLAWS. 


Just how many of the millions we spend annually in the pur- 
suit and “punishment” of crime operate instead to make criminals 
‘is a matter for close study and thought by the citizen who believes 
in the first principles of human conservation. 

The danger and brutality of the present almost universal sys- 
tem were strikingly indicated. recently by the Rev. C. B. Wiimer, 
of Atlanta, in a communication to The Constitution apropos of the 
Stripling case. 

Mr. Wilmer did not undertake to say what should be done in 
the specific instance. But he utilized it as a text for a plea for 
the “indeterminate” sentence, and radical reforms in our penal 
procedure. 

He believes that the practice of ruthlessly arresting and pun- 
ishing first offenders and of imposing sentence upon the ancient 
and barbarous rule of making the punishment fit the crime rather 
than the criminal is indefensible. 


Mr. Wilmer puts the case strongly when he says: 


What physician would sentence a patient with the smallpox to a hospital 
for a fixed number of days, regardless of his condition, at the termination of 
that period? Is there any worse wisdom in’turning loose on a helpless com- 
munity criminals of the deepest die to continue their nefarious work? 

And on the other hand, if a prisoner is reasonably certain of making a 
good citizen, why not give him the opportunity? Experts in this matter 
' (and I do not claim to be one) hold that not retribution but fitness for free- 
‘dom is the. only legitimate end of imprisonment, and this fitness for freedom 
‘should be determined, not by the public, nor even by judges of criminal courts, 
but by experts trained in the business, and given every opportunity of form- 


ing a just judgment 

The parole provisions operative in several states, and now 
observed by the United States government, is a far step in the 
right direction. 

But it touches criminality only in tts maturer aspects, even 
there only lightly, and takes little count of the man or woman 
who first comes into court upon a charge more or less trivial. 
| The core of the difficulty appears to be the American attri- 
bute of going to extremes. Instead of holding a judicial attitude 
toward crime and the criminal, the average American is apt to 
be either too harsh or too maudlin. Indifference, too, figures 
strongly in the equation. 

As an inevitable result, we fail to consider the wrongdoer, as 
a rule, upon his own “merits,” if the term may be used in that 
connection—but measure him either by an inflexible yardstick 
which makes no allowance for human divergencies, or hamper so- 
ciety by a rash display of misplaced sympathy. 

Somewhere between these two positions lies the proper and 
sensible angle from which to regard a question that is increasingly 
important. 

We must have such wise and undiscriminating enforcement of 
law as will redeem this country from its evil reputation for law- 
lessness. 

We must, on the other hand, apply a remedy to the system 
that diverts much of the money spent upon alleged protection to 
society to methods that increase the menace to society. 

Progress is apparent, but it cannot be of.a satisfactory nature 
unless public sentiment go with and support it.

lular discontent and was forced to yield. 
| Another arbitrary government is seemingly to be laid away 
on the worlt’s political shelf, side by side with King Manuel’s 
| crown. 
Younger men, coming fresh from the people, are to assume the 
places. surrendered by the venerable president and his aged coun- 


ee 


selors. 

| Governors of various states, appointed by Diaz and subject 
‘to his will, are to be deposed; free speech, free press and free elec- 
tions are to be inaugurated and established. 

| The abuses fostered under the Diaz government culminated, 
‘as they must inevitably have done sooner or later, in revolt. 

While the necessity or excuse for American intervention has 
been removed, there is no doubt that the presence of United States 
troops on the border has hastened the agreement reported to have 
been entered into. Mexican pride would not permit of arbitra- 
tion from without. 

While regret is felt that Diaz at the age of 83 should see the 
work of a quarter century apparently repudiated, there is little 
room to doubt that a more liberal and more progressive policy will 
result from the activity of the insurrectos. 

Universal suffrage is one of the reforms to be inaugurated in 
ithe selection of a new president, and universal education is to be 
|established at the expense of the state.

MORNING AND AFPTERNOON 
Augusta, Ga., March 29.—(Special.)— 
“The two-egg hen, when the story is 
related to poultrymen, generally brings 
forth a snicker of incredulity,” re- 
marked R. O. King, of the King & 
Ramsey Poultry Farms, Monte Sano; 
“but I have a hen in my first Black 
Leghorn pen that is.a consistent per- 


but what I am going to tell is a posi- 
tive fact, and I have reliable witnesses: 

“About two weeks ago I found six 
eggs in the pen where I had but five 
hens. Upon the second occasion we 
spotted the hen which «had ‘doubled,’ 
and gave her strictly private apart- 
ments. 

“Here she remained for a week, lay- 
ing three days and resting one, until 
today, when she laid both morning and 
afternoon. The. shell of the second 
egg was as hard as that of the first, 
varying only in that it was a fraction 
less thick. 

“The most remarkable feature of the 
performance is that, under such cir- 
cumstances, this hen has laid in the 
past three weeks 21 eggs, resting but 
three days during this entire period, 
and following her rest period, ‘making 
up’ by laying two eggs.”

The farm is selling 
neither stock nor eggs from the Leg- 
horn pen.

DODGERS OF TAXES 
WILL BE FOOLED 


County Map Will Give Com- 
plete Location of All 
Property. 


Tax dodgers of Fulton county who 
have hitherto been able to make false 
representations of the extent or loca- 
tion of their properties to the county 
tax commissioners will be foiled in 
the future throug thh instrumentall- 
ty of a new and complete map of the 
county that has just been completed 
by the O. F. Kaufman & Bro. firm of 
civil engineers. 

After a serles of exhaustive sur- 
veys extending over a periog of two 
©. F. Kaufman and Ira U. Kauf- 
have finished what is probably 
record of Fulton 
county ever made. It has been handed 
over to the commissioners, for whom 
it was drawn at a cost of $4,000. 

The map was made primarily for the 
county tax collector and tax receiver 
of Fulton and it is believed that the 
help it will give these officers in the 
prosecution of their duties during the 
next year will be of such value that 
it will quadruple the cost of its con- 
struction. No longer will the proper- 
ty-owner be able to swear in merely 
a portion of his lot. Nor can he re- 
turn a valuable piece of property in 
a remote section at a ridiculously low 
figure by saying that it is “in the 
backwoods,” when, as a matter of 
fact, it has an @asy @ccess to a paved 
highway or other thoroughfare. The 
county commissioner can turn to the 
new map whereon every piece of 
property is clearly and defined and by 
observing the local conditions get its 
true valuation. 

The engineers who drew up the map 
have taken special care to have the 
county waterways drawn correctly, a 
feature in which previous records 
have been sadly missing. The Chatta- 
hoochee river is traced from the 
Adamsville district to Roswell, show- 
ing the Bul] Sluice dam and the lakes 
where electric power is generated. 

All the roadways, from paved public 
highways to backwoods lanes, ares 
clearly depicted on the map. Every 
land jot is shown and any bit of prop- 
erty owneq by man, woman or child 
is clearly drawn with the name of the 
owner or owners clearly printed across 
it All the railroad lines entering the 
city are carefully drawn with all sid- 
ings and right-of-ways. 

With different colors the 
districts of the county are 
shown. There are Oak Grove, Buck- 
head, Collins, Cooks, Battle Hill, 
Peachtree, Adamsville, Blackhall, 
South Bend, Hapeville, Bryant's, Col- 
lege Park and the elty of Atlanta. 
Iivery street, car line, bridge ang park 
in the city is given its proper place, 
but no effort is made in the city 
proper to identify real estate. This is 
shown On another map. The city lim- 
its and ward lines are given, however. 

All public properties such 4s 
churches, schools, parks, reservoirs, 
cemeteries, the federal prison are 
plainly indicated.

Observed in Experience of 
Several Well-Known 
Atlanta Doctors. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 29.—Sev- 
eral Atlanta doctorg and Dr. Allen K. 
Hamilton, of New York, ane of the 
experts who testified in the Thaw 
trial, were on the stand today in the 
case of the government against “for- 
ty barrels of coca-cola.” 

Under the questioning af District 
Attorney Cox, Dr. Stuart R. Roberts, 
of Atlanta, stated he had examined 
over 7,000 school children, and had 
found in the whole number but. twen- 
ty-six affected by nervous disease. 

Dr. Roberts was asked how he ex- 
amined the children. He stated that 
he examined their eyes, throats, noses, 
took their temperatures, weighed 
them, examined their hearts, etc. ‘He 


stated that each examination required | 


from fifteen to twenty minutes. Gen- 


eral Cox confronted him with figures | 
to the effect that it would require the | 


work of the doctor for ten hours a 


day for two hundred and thirty-three | 


days to accomplish these examinations. 

Dr. Roberts modified his 
by saying that in some cases the ex- 
amination was completed from two to 
three minutes. He admitted that 


he took their own statements as 
the amount of coca-cola they drank 


each day, and as to the effect it Mad | 


on them. 

Dr. Roberts also stated that he had 
examined one hundred persons in At- 
lanta—eighty-six men and _ fourteen 
women—who were constant users of 
coca-cola, their average being three 
and one-half glasses a day. He de- 
clared hé could find no harmful effects 
from use of the beverage. The people 
examined ranged in age from 19 to 
53 years. 

Dr. E. B. Block, of Atlanta, said he 
was a specialist in nervous and menf- 
tal diseases. He stated that he had 
never known a case of mental or phys- 
ical disorder as a result of using coca- 
cola. He had watched the toda foun- 
tains, and had not discovered children 
calling for coca-cola. He admitted on 
cross-examination that many of his 
patients used coca-cola and that he 
had advised several of them to quit 
the use of coffee or tea because it con- 
tained caffeine. He also admitted that 
beverages containing caffeine were not 
suitable for nervous, restless and 
sleepless people. 

District Attorney Cox thinks the de- 
fense will close itg testimony by Sat- 
urday, -and that the rebuttal for the 
government will require two days of 
next week. He predicts that the ar- 
gsument will continue through Wed- 
nesday and a portion of Thursday, and 
that the case will go to the jury some 
time Thursday. 


TAXATION ON BANKS 
IS FINALLY SETTLED 


Tax Commities Allows Deduc- 
tions of Assessments on 
the Buildings. 


The tax committee of the city coun- 
cil considered yesterday afternoon a 
section of the tax ordinance which re- 
quires banks to pay “ax on the true 
market value of their stock. 

There was a doubt, which has been 
a mooted question for some time, as 
to whether or not the banks should be 
allowed to deduct from their value of 
stock the assessments on their build- 
ing. 

The committee decided that such a 
deduction was right and equitable and 
it will be allowed. 

The banks took the position that the 
money invested in their buildings rep- 
resented a part of their stock. 

Members of the committee seem to 
be “‘muddled” over the question. and it 
was only after some of the local bank- 
ers and the city tax assessors had ex- 
plained the matter that the committee 
understood the situation and allowed 
the proposed reduction.

LOST LATE IN SESSION, ° 
GAINS MADE EARLIER 


Stock Market Was of a Profes- 
sional Character---Cana- 
| dians Strong. 


New York, March 29.—The rather hol- 
low and professional character of the 
stock market was again strikingly il- 
lustrated today when prices made an- 
, Other upward movein the early trading, 
| only to lose all and more in the lat- 
ter part of the day. Noteworthy excep- 
, tion to this outcome was the Canadian 
group, which were active and strong 
under the leadership of Canadian Pa- 
cific, that stock going to a new high 
record on fairly extensive buying, 
much of which was credited to London 
and Montreal interests. 

In the active group, such as United 
States Steel, Union Pacific and Read- 
| ing, the day was characterized by buy- 
jing and selling, the bears making a 
| Series of drives in the final hour, which 
| resulted in material losses in these and 
} other prominent stocks. The decline 
was attended by rumors connected with 
next week's reassembling of congress 
and the United States supreme court. 

News of the day was without very 
direct bearing upon the market situ- 
ation. American securities opened 
steady in London, but closed much low- 
er on profit-taking. That center sold 
here to the extent of perhaps 20,000 
shares, as against its large purchases 
of the previous day. Continental mar- 
| kets were steady with a considerable 
degree of activity in Berlin. In con- 
nection with the foreign § situation 
there was a sharp decline in foreign 
‘exchange demand and cable, falling 20 
to 25 points, respectively. 

Local banks made fairly large ship- 
ments of currency to interior corre- 
spondents, presumably in connection 
with April 1, interest and dividend re- 
) quirements, but the tone of the money 
; market was practically unchanged. 

Additional shipments of gold to Can- 
ada foday brought the f€@otal up to 
$800,000 thus far this week, but the 
movement is not likely to assume large 
| proportions or be of more than brief 
} duration. Réports that over-year 
money was offered at 3% per cent on 
. especially high-grade collateral were 
not confirmed, but a further shading 
of the rate for this maturity would oc- 
| casion no surprise. 

Business in the steel.and iron indus- 
during the past week was unde- 
niably disappointing, especially for 
rails, in which particular products it 
was thought that some very large or- 
ders were pending. Some improvement 
was reported in the demand for struc- 
tural steel and bars. Trade in gen- 
eral shows no change from the adverse 
advices received last week. 

Among the railway reports received 
today for February, Canadian Pacific 
showed an increase of $393,000 in gross 
and a decrease of $342,000 in net, but 
total net from July 1 last to Febru- 
ary 28 still shows an increase of more 
than $1,500,000. The lines of the Rock 
Island systém reported a decrease 0 
$87,000 in operating expenses and a 
net increase of $77,000 in revenue.

WILL PUSH HIGHWAY 
ROME TO CHATTANOOGA 


Road to Be of Vast Benefit to 
Great Number of North 


Georgians. 


Rome, Ga., March 29.—<(Special.)— 
“By next summer we will have a fine 
start toward the intercounty high- 
way between Rome and Chattanooga, 
and it will be the biggest thing that 
this section of country has ever 
known,” said Chairman W. M. Gam- 
mon, of the county board of commis- 
sioners, today.

Chattooga county has decided to es- 
tablish a chain gang and will demand 
her pro rata of the convicts from the 
state prison commission.

PEACE PACT URLtD 


UN ENGLISH WORLD 


By Premier Asquith and 
Ambassador Reid. 


At Great Meeting to Celebrate 
Tercentenary of King James 
Version of the Bible Speakers 
Urge Solemn Peace Pact Be- 
tween Great Britain and U. 5. 


London, March 29.—At a great meet- 
ing of churchmen and statesmen in 
Albert Hall this evening to celebrate 
the tercentenary of the revision of the 
English transTation of the Bible by a 
commission which completed the so- 
called King James version in 1611, 
Premier Asquith and Whitelaw Reid, 
the American ambassador, who were 
the principal speakers, seized the op- 
portunity to eulogize the arbitration 
movement. 

Suffragettes interfered with the 
proceedings, and when the prime min- 
ister began they unfurled banners 
bearing the inscription: 

“Votes for women.” 

The banners were torn up after a 
free fight. 

Asquith Wants Solemn Peace Pact. 

In his address, Mr. Asquith said: 

“The English Bibie belongs not only 
to the subjects of King George, but 
to the whole English-speaking world. 
One of the truths which-has been 
slowly realized, and which now I bde- 
lieve is firmly rooted in the fai.ih of 
Christian men and women on both 
sides of the Atlantic is that war be- 
tween English-speaking people would 
be not only a crime against civiliza- 
tion, but an unforgivable breach of 
these few commandments which are 
enshrined in the New Testament on 
which nations have been bred. 

“There surely could not be a more 
worthy, a more appropriate, a more 
splendid monument of this tercente- 
nary year than it should witness the 
sealing of a solemn pact between us, 
which would put an end once for ail 
to the hideous and unthinkable pos- 
sibilities of fratricidal strife.” 

Bible Furnishes Bond for Unity. 

Speaking of how the Bible furnished 
the strongest and most indestructible 
bond for present practical unity in the 
aims and aspirations of the English 
speaking family, Ambassador Reid 
said: 

“While that community of aims and 
aspirations endures, starting as it 
does from our common possession and 
use of this book, and supported by the 
Same language, the same common law, 
the same parliamentary institutions, 
the same civil rights and largely the 
sare blood, it is the greatest single 
guarantee for the peace and progress 
of the world. 

“In fact,” continued the speaker, 
“from the men and from the peoples 
nurtured onthe preceipts of this book 
and mainly on this version, came the 
recent statesmanlike proposal of the 
president of the United States and the 
inspiring response of King Georxe, 
through Sir Edward Grey, which 
promise to make war as a settlement 
of any dispute henceforth before any 
English-speaking people impossible 
and between any other civilizeq na- 
tions discredible.” 

The ambassador concluded by read- 
ing President Taft’s letter. 

Taft Lauds English Bible. 

Washington, March 29.—Felicita- 
tions on the Bible tercentenarv cere- 
monies at London tonight were ex- 
Pressed in a message sent through 
Ambassador Reid by President Taft 
dated March 7 as follows: 

“To the Tercentenary Celebration of 
the Publication of the King James 
Version, Royal Albert Hall, London. 
England: 

“It affords me very great pleasure 
to present through Mr. Reid my con- 
gratulations to those who in the moth- 
er country are commemorating so sig- 
nal and historic event as the publica- 
tion of the King James Version of the 
English Bible This book of books 
has not only reigned supreme in Eng- 
land for three canturies, e but has 
bound together as nothing else could 
two great Anglo-Saxon nations, one 
in blood, in speech and in a common 
religious life. Our laws, our literature 
and our social life owe whatever ex- 
cellence they possess largely to the 
influence of this, our chief classic. 
acknowledged as such equally on both 
sides of the sea. 

“Americans, therefore, 
feigned satisfaction, join in thanks- 
giving to the God of the Bible who 
has thus bound together the old and 
the new world by so prectous a tie. 

“[ can speak, I am sure, for my 
fellow countrymen in congratulating 
you on so Significant a commemora.

Caged Prisoners Rejoice and 
Applaud the Judge as He 
Mercilessly Grills Their For- 
mer Comrade---One Prisoner 
Kisses His Hand to President. 


Viterbo, Italy, March 29.—The entire 
sitting in the trial of the Camorrists 
was occupied today in the further ex- 
amination of Gennaro Abbatemaggio, 
whose testimony was constantly inter- 
rupted from the prisoners’ cage. 

The president of the court, Signor 
Bianchi, interrogated the witness at 
great length during the afternoon con- 
cerning contradictions in his state- 
ments made at different times. To 
the question of the president as to 
whethér he suffered from epilepsy, Ab- 
batemaggio replied in the negative. 

“Here is a military medical certifi- 
cate,” said President Bianchi, “stating 
that you left the army after three at- 
tacks of epilepsy.” 

He Admits He Lied. 

“Then, I did it purposely to be sent 
home from the army,” said the wit- 
ness. 

The lawyers for tne defense jumped 

their feet, shouting: 

“Then, you deceived the military 
and now you are trying to deceive the 
judicial authorities.” 

During the questioning of Abbate- 
maggio by the president, the prisoners 
were radiant, in the belief that the se- 
verity with which the president 6e- 
lected disputed points for explanation 
was a good omen in their behalf. 

Guiseppe Salvi, who is one of those 
charged with being directly respon- 
sible for the murder of Cuoccolo and 
his wife, kissed his hand to the pres!l- 
dent, while Erricone, the Camorrist 
leader, exclaimed:
